The Request for Reconsideration does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because, with the exception of new claim 32, 
the claim amendments are not substantive, they merely present the rejected claims in better form for appeal. As such, applicant's 
arguments are essentially a request for reconsideration. 

Applicant argues when Moslehi's shutter is closed the 12 triangular features shown in figure 5 remain open and these openings provide 
the periphery with a greater open area ratio than the center. 

This is not persuasive because Moslehi teaches that the chamber can be completely partitioned into an upper space and a lower space 
when the shutter is closed (column 5, lines 65-66). 
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
